The author; Mrs. Achter Richardson, of this latest 


book on St, Catherine’s life and-work™ has in a certain 


measure given us a sympathetic picture of this woman’s 
life and wonderful achievements ; but the reviewer finds 
her many digressions and’ opinions on latter-day 
political and social affairs and other extraneous subjects 
both irritating and distracting. 


In her. early » youth Catherine had to overcome the 


- bitter opposition of her family, who considered it a 

woman’s chief duty to marry, and as the result of: her 
refusal to walk in the path pointed out to her by her 
parents, punishment was inflicted in the form of having 
to do all the menial work of the household. Eventually, 
, by her constant cheerfulness and courage Catherine 
triumphed, and won the consent of her parents to 
follow out her-vocation. more, in later’ life, she 
came in conflict, as does many a modern woman 
carving @ career for herself, with her mother, who was 
imbued with the idea that the unmarried daughter 
should be atthe beck and call-of her parents. In‘the 
year 1376, when Catherine was absent from Siena,

Catherine died at the age of 33, but she has left her 
mark on history, and remains one of that large army

who are entirely debarred from voting for the 
election of these members, have hitherto been 
forced, as a condition of their membership, to pay 
this levy in full. The injustice is glaring, and 
until it can be wi out by the admission of 
qualified women to the franchise, we must lose no 
opportunity of protesting, in season and out of 
season, amongst ourselves and at all local Associ- 
ation meetings, against the enforcement of this 
levy for objects in the promotion of which we are 
not considered worthy to take any dignified part, 
In this connection it is im nt to remember 
that Clause 3 of the Bill for the amendment of the 
Osborne Judgment now before Parliament only 
concedes the right to por sg a political levy 
to those Unions whose rules provide that any 
member who objects to the payment of the lev 
shall be exempt from doing so ; while sub-Section C 
of the same Clause declares that a member 60 
exempted ‘‘shall not be excluded from any 
benefits of the Union, or placed in any respect, 
either directly or indirectly, under any disability 
or at any disadvantage as com with other 
members of the Union (except in relation to the 
control or management of the political fund) 
by reason of his wer s0 exem 
tribution to the political fund of the Union 
shall not be made a condition of admission to the 
Union.” Surely this provision covers the case of 
those women in the N.U.T. who object to con- 
tributing towards the expenses of members in 
whose election they-had no voice.—Yours, etc.
